Red Cross Society 
Blood Service 


Operating in Alberta only. 
half months, the Canadian 
Cross Society’s free Blood {Transfu- 
pion Service has already collected 
and distributed nearly 7,000 bottles 
of whole blood to the hospitals in 
the province at an estimated saving 
to the public of over $100,000, it has 
been announced by Red Oross of- 
ficials. 

In addition to the use of whole 
blood, over 1,500 bottles of plasma 
have been stored in Alberta hospi- 
tals to be ysed in times of emer- 
gency and in the treatment of shovk 
cases, The carrying out of over 2,200 
Rh clinical typings in cases of ex- 
pectant mothers is another feature 
of this (Red Cross Service. 

Organized in Alberta in July, the 
Canadian Red Cross Blood Trans- 
fusion Service is now the sole source 
of supply for blood to nearly all 
hospitals in this province. Under this 
mew service any patient requiring a 
blood transfuson now receives it en- 
tirely free of charge. In co-operation 
with: the Red Cross, hospitals and 
doctors administer transfusions with- 
out cost to the patient, A nominal 
price of $15 per bottle used to be 
changed before the Red Cross started 
this free blood transfusion service 
which has mes-t a saving to the 
public of over $100,000, This saving 
is further increased by the Red Cross 
also; supplying all equipment and pro- 
fessional diagnostic services, 

Medica] and hospital authorities 
throughout, the province give high 
praisa to this new Red Cross servica 
and credit it with the saving of an 
tncstimable number of lives. 

“To carry on this life saving 
work,” Red Cross officials point out, 
“the service depends upon the cone 
scientious support of every citizen 
to come forward willingly as a blood 
donor.”

Provincial road authorities already

OST of the countries which are Canada's 
regufar customers have not recovered sufficiently from the war to pay, 
in the normal way, for all the goods they need, despite extensive help 
from this and other countries. Nor are they able to send us enough of 
their goods to balance accounts—or to pay us in the kind of money 
which we, in Canada, can use to buy goods in other countries. 


At the same time, Canada has been buying more goods than ever 
before from the United States and other countries demanding U.S. 
dollars, This is because these goods were not obtainable elsewhere and 
because of demand pent-up during the war. 


Buying from the United States or U.S. dollar areas must, therefore, be 
te: .porarily reduced until our trading again ecomes normal. 


Tomeet this emergency, purchase of goods and servicesor expenditures for 
travel, which must be paid for with U.S. dollars, are now subject to control. 


W YOU ARE AN IMPORTER OF CONSUMER GOODS and wish to find 
out what goods are (1) prohibited, (2) subject to quota, or (3) unaffected by 
controls, see or write your nearest Collector of Customs and Excise.

(E.C. 1) and instructions for completing them, are available at all Customs

IF YOU WISH INFORMATION ON THE AMOUNT OF YOUR QUOTA. 
After your application has been filed with your Collector of Customs and 
Excise, all correspondence about the establishment of quotas or cases of excep- 
tional hardship through import prohibitions should be directed to Emergency 
Import Control Division, Department of Finance, 490 Sussex Street, Ottawa. 


Quotas are issued on a quarterly basis and any unused portion may be carried 
over Into the following quarter.
